A road of concrete that will last like 


the roads the old Romans built is 
what will probably be laid down by the 
county over the strip of Citrus avenue 
from the Covina city limits to the 
foothill boulevard. This is what is 
given out by W. M. Warren of Co- 
vina, after a conference with the coun- 
ty highway commission ou Friday of 
last week. It is further substantiated 
by the statement made by Supervisor 
Manning on the same day to the editor 
of the Argus, that this connecting link 
would be built. 


It has been some months since a 


definite. answer 
could be obtained 


trom the highway commission is al- 
though this commission had promised 
that the Citrus avenue strip would be 
built from the "good roads" funds 
they found themselves up against the 
end of the bond issue money, and 
since that time the strip of road has 
been in doubt. The Commission how- 
ever, has decided to build the strip 
f rfor 
1 rot;;,-*y ivariur.lt; sju:i ijt lake 


up by the wealthy and infiuentiaTco 
vina orange growers. The county has 
no money to advance for the work 
and the commission wishes to insure 
the payment of the warrants. 


Good authorities are beginning to 


say that the macadam road is no 
the most desirable road for Southern 
California. 
The man who inventet 


this process of making roads which 
has continued to bear his name, has 
recently written an article in which 
he says that the macadam road was 
all right for the old style of traffic 
but that the fast-revolving, rubber- 
suction automobile tire is a deadly 
enemy to macadam, and that the mac- 
adam road cannot stand the terrible 
strain which the automobile 
traffic 
places upon it. 


There are many others, practical 


road-builders through the country, who 
believe that the-1 time"'" has come to 
call a halt on the building of macadam 
roads throughout the state, and that 
something more durable) that will 
stand the heavy suction of the swiftlv- 
moving. vehicles be substituted 
For 


this reason tlje asphalt road and the 
road of pure concrete are being advo- 
cated. The authorities in Los Angeles 
county believe that, while the build- 
ing of a concrete road costs some- 
what more at first than the macadam 
the difference in the cost of mainte- 
nance will make the concrete road as 
cheap if not cheaper than the macadam 
road in the end. 


Already, it has been discovered that 


he macadam roads built by the re- 
cent bond issue are going to be dif- 
ficult to maintain, and the amount of 
work on them must be large and con- 
tinuous. The roads of Los Angeles 
county are subjected to a wear from 
automobiles that no other country 
m the United States can equal, not 
oven the famous country boulevards 
ot New York state and Massachusetts. 


The idea of building the Citrus ave- 


nue strip in concrete is primarily ad- 
vanced by the highway commission 
because this strip of road must neces- 
sarily carry so much water. The road 
slopes sharply from the foothills of 
the Sierra Madre mountains, and wa- 
ter will come down in great quanti- 
ties m the winter and spring. It is an 
intention to build this road with very 
little shoulder or crown, so that the 
concrete road will carry off the water 
quickly in times of storm. The men 
who have been working iudefatigably 
to get this strip of road built are now 
assured that the work will be started 
some time this summer.

The roo 
was of iron and it is thought by man} 
that this, is what saved the entire 
row of buildings as the roof, when it 
fell, almost smothered the fire. There 
were two cars of fruit in the house 
consisting of valencias and 
navels 


and these were to have been packed 
today. 
A freight car

front of the house and this was also 
burned. 


The loss is said to be about $16,000, 


and is nearly covered by insurance! 
It is hoped that the books and papers 
which were in the safe are not ruined 
but it is hardly probable that they 
are safe. The fire originated in the 
south portion of the building.

The special order of business at 


•«e last meeting of the board of free- 
holders of Los Angeles county was 
the report of the committee on super- 
visors and public institutions 


By a vote of eight to four the num- 


ber of supervisors was fixed at five 


Sections 2, 3 and 4 of the commit- 


tee s report were unanimously adopted 
These sections read as follows: 


2. We recommend that the super- 


visors be elected in groups of t.wo and 
three, alternately every two years- 
thus making their terms of office four 
years. 


3. In regard to public institutions 


we recommend that the board of su- 
pervisors have the general 
control 


and supervision over all the public 
institutions now existing or which 
may hereafter be created by law un- 
der such rules and regulations as shall 
be prescribed by the board of super- 
visors. 


-1. In regard to the "powers and 


duties of the board of supervisors we 
recommend that a general provision 
bo inserted in the charter, conferring 
upon such board, "all the powers and 
duties now, or .-which may hereafter 
be authorized by the constitution and 
laws of the state .of California and 
not inconsistent with the provisions 
ot the charter as to such powers and 
duties," instead of enumerating such 
powers and duties." 
A special committee of five is to 


be appointed to redistrict the county 
with reference to supervisorial dis- 
tricts. 


The board aslo determined that the 


•barter should 
provide that the dis- 


rict attorney and county auditor be 
elected by the people. 


A resolution that the charter pro- 


•ide that the county assessor be ap- 
lointed by the board of supervisors 
i-as made a special order for the next 
neeting.

Potatoes are cheaper in Los Angeles 


at present than they have been for the 
last, live years and, according to re- 
tailers, they are expected to be even 
cheaper. 


In the retail markets of the city the 


best poUitoes, better than those of last 
year, at. the rate of ten pounds for ""> 
cents. Second grade potatoes sell for 
less than that Some instances are re- 
ported of peddlers selling potatoes at 
the rate of twenty pounds for 10 cents. 
A few months ago potatoes were up 
to six pounds for 
_."> cents, but that 


was only temporary. 


Good potato crops have prevailed ov- 


er the Southland and from the begin- 
ning of the new potato season the re- 
tailers have predicted low prices. 


"Potatoes this year," said 
Charles 


Matthews, of Ludwig and Matthews, 
are more abundant and cheaper than 


j they have been for the past five years. 


1 1 expect to see them go lower within 


j a week or two. Good crops, especially 
around Los Angeles, were experienced 
and their abundance has brought them 
within easy reach of the humblest 
citizen."

ago, her dress brushing her shoetops. 
and the voice that sans "Loch Lo- 
mond" was sweet and natural, but 
hardly more sweet or natural or capa- 
ble of exciting- comment than many 
.inrlish voices. There were dramatic 
possibilities hidden in it, .however, 
for, although those who heard her 
sing did not delve below the girlish 
modulation, Madame Ellen Beach Yaw 
must have divined its power, for she 
took the girl and made a nightingale 
of that which seemed only a starling. 


Ruth returned to Covina Tuesday 


night 
and 
sang before the 
warm 


friends she made here, and the Club 
House was filled with people, enthus- 
iastic, loving, and solicitous as moth- 
ers that the girl might sing well. She 
sang daintily, sometimes almost glor- 
'ously, although Ruth's voice has none 
of the daring iif it as yet—and the 
program sent the people away with 
that curiously divided pride one some- 
times finds in communities—pride that 
the girl was succeeding, and pride 
that she is the discovery of Ellen 
Beach Yaw, who is Covina's prima 
donna, loaned to the world at times 
because Covina is not wholly selfish. 


In this concert -Miss Hay ward's voice 


first began to show ]>o\ver in the air 
irom Carmen (Micaela) and this song 
also brought back the memory of her 
remarkable range, for it really is re- 
markable, in that she has clear high 
notes that are produced with ease, if 
not with brilliancy, and her low tones, 
in, a register where ninety-five per cent 
of the sopranos fail, are 
full and 


round. If you heard those note's and 
nothing else, the verdict would be 
that she possessed the dramatic con- 
tralto quality, but there is not that 
ifull throat-bloom that 
distinguishes 


the contralto from the high quality 
voices. She is distinctly a soprano, 
but of rare range. 


Her voice has strengthened since 


she sang the long garden, scene from 
Faust here last year, and there are 
evidences of care in producing tones 
that was lacking last year. "The 
Bells," by Debussy; "Deserted," by 
MaeDowell, and "The Robin," by Neid- 
jinger, made a very acceptable group 
in the center of her program, the last 
song being exquisite and dainty. The 
song of MacDowell's carries the words 
of the old Scotch song: 


"Ye banks and braes of bonnie Boon, 
How can ye bloom sae fresh and 


fair." 


MacDowell, like many other big 


song writers, took into captivity and 
brought into exile, a word-setting that 
pines and dies when away from old 
companions. 
MacDowell wrote many

old song. 


Mis* Ruth's interpretation of "One 


Fine Day." from Madame Butterfly, 
does give her the right to the name of 
a dramatic soprano, and there was a 
thrill in this song, and she gave it the 
tragic touch it needed.

"Bonne Nuit" was cleverly interpret- 
ed, and sweetly, and the audience 
seemed to warm to this so"ng more 
than to others in the group. She sang 
also "Chanson de Klorian." by Ciod- 
ard.

DEATH RATE DECREASING. 


Railroads Operating on Pacific Coast 


Find That "Standard Rail" In- 


creases Safety. 


In 
the 
last 
three 
years 
mid 


ten months no passenger has been 
killed in collision or derailment on the 
Southern Pacific, according to the ac- 
cident statistics of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, recently made pub- 
lic. During this period the road car- 
ried IfiO,400,000 passengers an average 
distance of 42 miles. In the last three 
years and four months but one pas- 
senger was killed through derailmgnt 
or collission on the 
t'nion 
Pacific. 


There were li",900,000 passengers car- 
ried during that time. 


Rail breakage has been reduced to 


a minimum by the introduction of the 
standard rail. Steel cars arc replac- 
ing wooden cars over the entire Har- 
riman system and automatic, block 
signals will noon be in operation over 
every part of the lines. The inspec- 
tion of the rails as they are manufac- 
tured, originally inaugurated by the 
Harriman lines, has had much to do 
with the making of this safety record, 
and several other roads in this coun- 
try have recently started similar in- 
spection methods. 
There is one way 


to reduce the fatility record on Amer- 
ican railroads and that is to pass la\\s 
that will prevent the trespassing on 
the 
rights-- ol way. 
Fifty-three 
pel- 


cent, of the people killed on our rail- 
roads annually lose their lives because 
of trespassing. A large majority of 
those killed are hoboes and others, 
stealing rides. 


The problem of reducing the num- 


ber of railway accidents requires ihe 
co-operation of both the otlicials of 
the companies and of the people. It 
has been one of the real big problems 
ot railroad operating for years ami 
every line in the country looks for- 
ward to the time when a death 
on a 


railroad because of derailment or col- 
lision will be unheard of.

Soil Chemist Says Tha^t Alfalfa 
Con- 


tains Twenty-Six Pounds Nitrogen 


to the Ton. 


Editor Covina Argus: 
Referring to your report, in your 


issue of the 22nd, of Dr. Hopkins' 
lecture at Pomona recently, are you 
quite sure your reporter correctly 
quoted the doctor? 
You say that he 


pointed out that, alfalfa at ten dollars 
a ton contains more nitrogen 
than 


could 
be 
purchased for the same 


money. 


According to report of the Califor- 


nia experiment station for .1894 and 
ISiifi, 1000 pounds of. alfalfa contains 
IL'.ilG pounds of nitrogen, or say 
2ii 


pounds in a ton. It is quite certain 
that Ihe nitrate of lime people will 
be glad to sell 50 pounds, or the ni- 
trate of soda, people, CO pounds of 
nitrogen for ten dollars. 


You also say that the doctor said 


that alfalfa plowed in released more 
nitrogen than could be put into the 
soil in mineral form, and was more 
available. 


According to 
all 
authorities, in- 


cluding Dr. Hopkins, the nitrogen in 
organic matter must be converted in- 
to nitric acid, or become nitrified, be- 
fore it is available for plant use. Doc- 
tor Hilgard tells us that 'As a current 
source of nitrogen the unhumified or- 
ganic matter is hardly entitled to 
more consideration than the insoluble 
silicates." 
It would therefore appear 


that the nitrogen must be humified 
before it can become nitrified. Now 
both these processes are dependent 
upon bacterial activity, while that is 
controlled by several variable factors, 
such 
as temperature and moisture 


conditions. 
Both nitrates are ready 


for use as soon as in solution. 


This is why I think you have mis- 


quoted the lecturer.

thick.
